Canada's Large Exports 

Record Shlpm.nl. ot Canadian Whin 
to Great Britain 

Shipments of Canadian wheat to 
the British Isis* during tho calendar 
year of 1914 constituted a record, ac¬ 
cording lo a report received h> the 
trade snd commerce department. The 
total arrivals of Canadian wheat din¬ 
ing that period -ere- 31.457.0J') cwt.. 
as compared with 21.717.900 cwt. the 
year previous. From only one coun¬ 
try did ths Imports of wheat exceed 
those from Canada, and that was the 
United States, which cicdited 

With 34.220.146 cwt There have, 
however, been decreases In the ablp- 
ments of oats, barley and Aour from 
Canada.

Beatty In botb these engagements 
showed a genlua for doing the right 
thing at ihe right lima It ought lo 
be remembered, too, that he bad no 
precedent to guide him In the North 
See fight He had to make precedent 
fur others. So he did moie than win 
a fight He proved that hs had ms* 
tered conditions that must govjr i 
modern naval warfare. Conversed 
tbe German admiral, whoever be wai. 
failed to live up to ths traditions th-tl; 
would have controlled s British ad¬ 
miral. Admiral Craddock, off the 
Falkland*. did not flee before hs knew 
the odds against him On tbe con¬ 
trary, he gave battle when It seemed 
to him (bat there was a possible 
rhauce of victory The winner of that 
fight, too. Admiral von Spec, when 
sighted by Sturdec gave battle like a 
brave man. and met his fate with 
fort itii'le The German admiral In 
ihe North Sea fled immediately he 
sighted the British smoke. Hs could 
not have known exactly what the odds 
were against him. and the fact that a j 
•tray shot put the most formidable 1 
of hla enemies temporarily out <>r 1 
commission shows that the Germans 
might have had a chance If they had 
chosen to fight 

However, It Is not necessary to dis¬ 
parage tbe German officer to pralae 
Beatty Mr. U. W. Smalley, I,ondou 
correspondent of the New York TH- 
bune. met Sir David Beatty Just once, 
and was profoundly impressed by 
him. A man of slight figure and 
quiet voice, there was nothing to sug 
gest the bluff autocrat of the quarter, 
deck. He spoke quietly and modestly 
like an ordinary English gentleman, 
but there was an unmistakable air of 
command about him. It Is not for 
nothing, .says Smalley, that a man be 
cornea an admiral In the British navy 
st forty. His title of admiral, bis 
and ths many positions of 
confidence he baa held at ths cdmlral- 
tv and In ths navy plainly marked 
him as one of the great men In the 
service. On ths two opportunities he 
has had to show that his rapid ad¬ 
vancement was no mistake, he lias en¬ 
hanced ths best traditions of the 
navy. 

Beatty's thrilling engagements have 
the tendency of focusing attention 
upon him rather than upon Jelllcoe, 
who ought properly to have his share 
of the glory. Jellkoo Is tbe common 
der of the Grand Fleet, of which 
Beatty's squadron was a unit. It wma 
part of Jelllcoe's grand si.ategy to 
have tbe Lion snd tha others under 
Beatty patrolling that part of tbs 
North Sea where tbs raiders might be 
expected to uppear. It wa« Jelllcoe 
who gave Heatty his opportunity. 
Speaking of this aspect of the csss 
Mr. Smalley says: "Sir Johu Jelllcoe 
has proved himself a great strategist: 
a man of whom tbe full significance 
of Mahan's Sea Power la known; who 
has done silently nnd by sheer force 
of sea craft and brain power; by n 
great conception put In practice with 
almost greater patience and fortitude, 
and without so much as the chance of 
bringing his fleet to the teat of battle 
-who has done, I say. in that manner 
and under conditions wholly new a 
service vital to the supremacy of Eng 
land In the greatest war she has ever 
(pught. The reward of such a ser¬ 
vice and the full, measure of Its suc¬ 
cess are to corns' later.”

Scottish Experiments 

Old Country Expert Gives Valuable 
Information Regarding Rearing 
, and Feeding o.* Stock 

Professor Gilchrist. Armstrong Cpl- 
lege, Newcastle-on Tyne, gave an ad¬ 
dress In Aberdeen on efficient and 
economic manuring and feeding to 
the Farmer Students' Association of 
tbe Norih of Scotland College of Agri- 
cultare Particulars were given of 
the result of a large number of exper 
Imenta carried out at Cockle Park 
Farm. Figures were given showing 
how quickly large amounts of nitro¬ 
gen can be collected by leguminous 
plants under favorable condition* It 
was found that on the average 11 
bushels morp ar. acre of wheat, bar 
Icy. and oats were grown where these 
crops followed clover; barley gave an 
Increased yield of 9 bushels per acre. 
The great bulk of 'lie pastureland at 
Cockle Park had been immensely Im¬ 
proved by treating It wi& 10 cwt. an 
acre of high grade slag ns a first 
dressing, snd 6 cwt. an acre every 
three years thereafter. 

The professor gave particulars re¬ 
garding the rearing and feeding t 
slock With tbe increase In the cost 
of store cattle an Important point was 
lo consider how cattle could be reared 
In the most healthy and economical 
manner. Young stock made better 
gains from a given amount of, food 
than older vxtUe. and large amounts 
of food were wasted when either un¬ 
der feeding or over feeding was prac¬ 
tised. Further, food should not be 
wasted In the final siagca, when the 
live weight gains became consider 
ably reduced In proportion to food 
consumed, and at the same time the 
meat was depreciated by becoming 
too fat 

The manuring of crops should be 
considered from the point of view of 
the whole rotstloo, and even longer, 
and also the lasting results rather 
than Immediate results should be 
aimed at la ths manuring of hay and 
pasture A change of seed from Can¬ 
ada was always good to far aa oats 
were concerned Whereas barley db 
reel from Canada always gave poor 
results—Montreal Weekly Witness.

Dominion land in Manitoba. Saakateh 
ewaa or Alberta. Applicant mast 
appear in person at the Dominion Land* 
Agency or Bub-Agency for the District. 
Entry by proxy may be made at any 
Dominion Land* Agency (but not 8ub- 
Agency), on certain coodition*. 

Duties—ehi mouth* residence upon 
and cultivation of tba land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may lire 
within nine mile# of hi* homestead oa a 
farm of at least 80 acres, oa oertaio con 
ditioaa. A habitable house ie required 
except when residence i* performed in 
the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing mar preempt a quarter 
section alongside hi* homestead. Price 
13.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six mouths residence in each 
af three years affter earning homestead 
patent; also 50 acres extra cultivaNba. 1 
Pve-eroptloo patent may be obtained as 
soon as h oases tea d patent, on certain 
conditions. 

A settlor who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
rum per acre. Dntiee— Must reside fix 
months ia each of three years, tfaltftite 
no acres and erect a bouse worth 1300. 

The area of cultivation la subject to 
redaction in case of rough, scrubby or 
stony land.

Trade In Horeee Hae Received - Im¬ 
petus Owtng te Demand For u 
Military Purposes 

The horse breeding industry In 3Mr 
kali he wan is In n flourishing c ondlr 
tlon. according to the report preoonb 
ed si the Horae Breeders' convention 
held in Regina recently. Important 
ext reels from the report follow. 

During the past year the horse 
breeding industry has received a de¬ 
cided impetus, largely due to the de¬ 
mand for aulmals for military pur¬ 
poses During; the first half of 1914 
the horse market was steady but dull, 
and prices ranged elightly lower for 
all dasses than during 1913. 

Toward the latter end of the year 
the brisk demand for all classes of 
horsea auluble for military purposes 
caused a decided brightening on all 
markets, the effect of which still ex¬ 
ists. The present result la that there 
is a keen demahd for sound animals 
of suitable type from five to nine or 
ten years old. from fifteen to sixteen 
hands high, and weighing from 990 
to 1.300 pounds 

Whilst the prices paid, ranging from 
|135 to |”0U per bead, are by no means 
exceptional, yet when one takee Into 
consideration the fact that the major¬ 
ity of horsea of this class have not 
been and are not In great demand for 
any other purpose, aud cannot be 
classed as being most suitable for 
farm work, they are sufficiently re¬ 
munerative to give a reaaonable pro¬ 
fit In most cases. The exception to 
this would be the heavier and better 
class artillery horse, which Is not 
plentiful at any time, and which con 
stltules s first clati general purpose 
farm animal of the heavier type, be 
■Idea being In demand for heavy de 
livery work In the cities. 

That this demand will continue for 
tome time is fairly evident when one 
takes Into consideration a few figures 
In connection with the military re¬ 
quirements at the present time. It le 
conservatively estimated what over 
1,260.000 horsea have been or are en¬ 
gaged In the European war area, and 
the estimated life of the cavalry horse 
on active service Is only seven days, 
whilst for the artillery norse It Is I 
thirty days It has further been estl-1 
mated that, taking the average life of i 
all horses on active service at thirty 
days, over 12.090.000 horses would be 
required for army purposes In one 
year, thus allowing for s substantial | 
percentage of animals In use al base 
camps, etc., which would probably en | 
Joy longer life. 

Then a-figures should conclusively 
prove that the market ror military 
horses Ik bound to be good for some 
time tiArome. especially In view of 
the estimate (bat the number of 
horses In Causa.'. suitable for cavalry 
and artillery purposea at January 1.

There are 
no drouths and the land la always 
properly cultivated. We have no tm 
mouse farms as you have In the weet. 
Most of our farms consist of 100-acre 
plots and the farmers can easily cul¬ 
tivate the entire plot and keep it in 
the beat condition. Then they rotate 
their crops, usually using toe four- 
year rotation, and this keeps the soil 
up to standard With crop rotation 
the soil does not wear out. 

‘There la little sheep raising in 
Ontario at the pre.ent time, but wo 
are going back to it. Thia animal 
has the golden hoof. They kill weeds; 
they have two crops, one of wool and 
the other of mutton; they shift for 
themselves; they ocrupy rough, nu- 
ttllable ground, and they don't need 
muck care. 

“There la a great deal of dairying 
and stock raising in Ontario. Chees* 
and butter making nre big Industries 
with us. 

"We h»ve what wp call a Patriot¬ 
ism and Production campaign In On¬ 
tario now. holding two meetings in 
•very county. One object Is to ry 
and impress every farmer with the 
need of keeping every head of breed¬ 
ing stock he has ou the place The 
high prices of grain are causing the 
fanners to sell their gral i and aacrl 
flee their stock. The shortage of 
livestock all over the world forces ua 
to the conclusion that prices of all 
kinds of livestock are going to be 
very much higher In the future. 
There waa a shortage before the war. 
Now 20.000,000 of ; on are being pro¬ 
vided at the rate of one and one 
half pounds a day. and this alone 
will cause a further shortage that 
the farmer has to make up. 

"After the war Canada has to pre¬ 
pare for the great Influx In popula¬ 
tion. rise in value of farm lands and 
an impetus to the whole agricultural 
business that has never before been 
ae«n In Canada. 

“The agricultural colleges are not 
presenting any new dortrli.cn ol 
farming, for they have already prov¬ 
en by actual experiments how our 
output may be doubled on the ordin 
ary farm. Tno doty of the ool 
leges, therefore. Ilea in getting these 
new methods into operation. 

“I am delighted with the interest 
being shown in the rural school prob 
lem In Manitoba. We must start 
early If we're gotn . to get the fann¬ 
era of the future really interested in 
this business In Ontario we have 
these schools, which are largely at¬ 
tended during the winter months by 
the farmers; aona. The rural school 
teachers have a short course In farm¬ 
ing during the summer months, and 
even tho ministers In rural localities 
take these farm short courses so that 
they can apeak Intelligently to their 
cougergationa. 

“We must not forget the girls. The 
domestic-science classes for them are 
Important and hare had a big In 
fluence already. A compact kit that 
makes possible practical teaching of 
this subject in the little one room 
schools In tho cou. try has been In¬ 
vented and Is now In uso. I wonder 
If the thousand- women 1 have seen 
in the Royal Alexandra In the last 
two days, all wan costly clothes and 
furs, would not bo happier If they 
had had a good domestic science edu 
cation I'm sure the children and 
husbands would bo better off physl 
cally, perhaps spiritually, and cer¬ 
tainly the women themselves would

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A good many |*ople seem to 
bavc doubts as to whether, when 
prohibition come* in, the Hudson 
Bay Company will still be able to 
sell liquor uudcr their Dominion 
rights irrespective of the Provincial 
legislation, and it is as well that 
they should know that the company j 
will have no rights at all in this 
direction. 

The settlement made with the 
Hudson's Bay Company by the 
Dominion government and ratified 
by Imperial Statute, extinguished 
every claim of the company to any 
special privilege, and left it an 
ordinary trading concern subject to 
all the laws of municipality, prov¬ 
ince aad dominion. 

This is the view of the ablest 
lawyers of Winnipeg, but the fur¬ 
ther proof, if any is wanting, is 
that the McDonald Act. the moat 
drastic measure of Provincial Pro¬ 
hibition which can be enacted, wa* 
adopted by tbe Legislative As¬ 
sembly of Manitoba; it was carried 
to tbe King's bench, at that time 
tbe highest court in the province, 
and the liquor party pat up a 
strong battery of lawyers under the 
leadership of Phippen. afterwards 
Judge Phippen, and now tbe chief 
counsel for the Canadian Northern 
Railway; Perdue, at that time 
counsel for tbe Hudson Bay Com¬ 
pany. and now one of the judges 
of tbe Court of Appeal of Manitoba 
was associated with Phippen; the 
lioint of the possession of any 
special rights by the Hudson's 
Bay Company was not even raised; 
their cate was appealed to tbe 
Privy Council of Great Britain and 
tbe highest court in the Umpire 
declared that the McDonald Act 
was good law, the same Act was 
immediately enacted in the prov¬ 
ince of Prince Edward Island, and 
has been in full operation there for 
thirteen years; the same Act. with 
very slight changes was adopted 
two years ago in the province of 
Nova Scotia with the exception of 
tbe city nf Halifax. 

The foregoing facts most com¬ 
pletely dispose of any claim that 
tbe Hudson's Bay Company is not 
subject to all the lawsof the realm. 
The further fact that the company 
has to take out a licence at tbe 
lirescnt time for each and every 
store or trading post which is per¬ 
mitted to sell liquor, just the same 
as any other individual or corpora¬ 
tion. should alone settle tbe con¬ 
tention.

The figures given by M r. 
Middlebro, the chairman of the 
boot committee at Ottawa, as to 
the actual number that failed to 
stand the test must come as a sur¬ 
prise to many who have had their 
indignation stirred by tbe talk of 
recent weeks. Out of 86,000 pairs 
issued by the department 81.. 
446 arc still in use, while 5,551 are 
returned at repairable, leaving only 
1,208 which cannot be repaired. 
Yet on the strength of this the 
department and the boot manu¬ 
factures have been represented 
either as robbers or incompetents 
who let Canadian soldiers suffer 
immense hardships through not be¬ 
ing propetly shod. The whole 
boot indtutry in Canada has been 
seriously affected by tbe charges.
